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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments change the scope of Claim 33, therefore requiring further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although applicant claims priority to February 1 3, 
1 997, the examiner still cannot locate support for the claims, filed 8 July 2008. (See above that the claim amendments filed 23 December 
2008 are not being entered after-final.). 

The examiner appreciates applicant's good faith effort to list where support for the claims filed 8 July 2008 can be found in the related 
application 08/800927, now USP 5911715. The examiner has reviewed the citations listed, which do support removal of a portion of a 
layer, but the examiner continues to find a lack of support for removing a portion of the outer layer proximate the transition region or 
removing a portion of the outer layer in the intermediate region, between the proximal and distal region of the shaft , i.e. there is a lack of 
support for removing a portion of the outer layer in a specifically disclosed location. 

The examiner acknowledges that 5911715 discloses removing an outer layer in the transition section (Column 3, lines 18-19), however 
there is no clear support in 5911715 that the transition section is equivalent to the intermediate section, or even that an intermediate section 
is specifically located between a proximal and distal region of the shaft. As there is an ambiguity created by the use of different and 
inconsistent terminology, clear support cannot be gleaned from 5911715. Therefore, it is maintained that Noone et al. remains available as 
prior art and fairly shows the claimed invention (8 July 2008 claims, as noted above). It is again noted that applicant has not argued that 
Noone et al. do not show or suggest the claimed invention. 
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
